The Appeal Brief filed on 7/23/2003 has been entered. Claims 1-3,5-10,12, and 
40-50 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3,5-10, 12, and 40-50 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In response to the Appeal Conference dated 1/12/2004, it has been agreed that 
the prior art fails to disclose a system of controlling the distribution of pills between a 
manufacturer and a consumer comprising: 

a machine readable code on a surface of each pill; 

a scanner adapted to read the machine readable code; 

a scanner arranged to scan the pills during distribution; and 

having the functions and characteristics as recited in claim 1 . 

The prior art also fails to disclose the limitations of claims 12, 40 and 50.
